PARSONS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


To the Directors of the Library and the Voters of the Town, 
I submit the 70th annual report. 


During this past year since the last report was given, the li- 
brary has added over four hundred and fifty books to its col- 
lection. Many of these were donations. 


There were three new Memorial books donated in memory 
of the following townspeople; Mrs. Eleanor Wilson, Mrs. 
Helen Lewis and Mr. Glenn Mooers. 
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The New Century Club gift to the library this year was Dr. 
William Randel’s books, ‘‘American Revolution - A Mirror of 
the People’’, and “‘Centennial-American life in 1876”. These 
are autographed copies and are a very welcome addition to 
our reference shelves, this Bi-Centennial year. 


The book circulation showed an increase this year. We cir- 
culated 6,274 books and 500 magazines.

REPORT OF THE CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


Until a few years ago, expansion or growth was more or 
less confined to the progeny of people already living in the 
community. Growth was slow, reasonably orderly, and with- 
in the ability of the Town to provide schools, roads, fire pro- 
tection, and other necessary services. Now, urban areas are 
having problems that are unique to those areas, causing some 
emigration by those who would seek something better, and 
this coupled with Federal programs to provide more housing 
is placing more pressure on rural areas. Our zoning ordinance 
should help promote intelligent land use. 


The Town of Alfred has completed the first full year under 
the zoning ordinance, as originally approved by the governing 
body. Implementing the ordinance has pointed out some 
changes that should be made. Your Code Enforcement Offi- 
cer has made, and will continue to make recommendations to 
the Planning Board for these changes. The needs of the Town 
will also change, and the zoning ordinance should remain flex- 
ible to allow different land use. 


At some future date, the Planning Board will recommend 
that the Town adopt a building code. While you consider this 
code, please bear in mind that a building code does not great- 


ly affect construction methods and materials as now prac- 
ticed in the construction of one and two family residences. It 
will however, affect construction of new, or modifications to 
existing structures, that are to be used for commercial, indus- 
trial, or high hazard uses, and in buildings of a public nature, 
or places of assembly. A building code should be a compani- 
on to the zoning ordinance. 


My thanks to the Municipal Officers, the Planning Board, 
the Board of Appeals, Southern Maine Regional Planning 
Commission, and others, for their assistance in the past year.

ALFRED FIRE DEPARTMENT — 1975 


The Alfred Fire Department underwent several changes in 
1975. In March, the Department added a full-time fire fight- 
ing position allowing for permanent coverage from eight to 
five, five days a week. In present times these daytime hours 
have become most critical in view of the fact that most of the 
volunteer fire fighters work outside of the community. We 
feel that the permanent position, allowing for immediate re- 
sponse, could possibly be credited for saving several buildings. 


The month of October marked another improvement in 
the area of fire prevention. The York Area Fire Control Cen- 
ter was established at the Courthouse. The dispatch center re- 
ceives calls from Alfred, Acton, Newfield and Lebanon. We 
are hopeful that more communities will be joining the center. 
The Control Center is manned twenty-four hours a day, seven 
days a week. The appropriate department is then notified by 
the tone alert systems. 


The year proved to be one of Alfred’s most demanding. We 
responded to a total of fifty-one calls; two each for the 
month of May, August, September, October and December; 
three in November, four each in the months of January, June 
and July; February and March each recorded eight fires; and 
the month of April exceeded all others with ten calls. These 
calls consisted of three each for barn and grass fires; four each 
for automobile, dump and house fires; and ten chimney fires. 
We responded to fourteen miscellaneous calls, two calls to the 
County Jail for riot control, and two calls for lost children. 


Our department also responded to calls and requests from 
other communities. We responded to two house fires in Ly- 
man. We assisted the Goodwins Mills Department on two 
calls, and both Waterboro and Sanford on singular requests. 
We covered the Sanford Department once, and the Waterboro 
station twice. The various departments reciprocated, however, 
Waterboro and Sanford were each called to assist us once; 
while Goodwins Mills aided us by covering our station on one 
occasion. 


Our responding men were in action for a total of 546 hours. 
The Department’s three trucks covered a total of 355 miles. 
(We added a 1600 gallon tank truck this past spring which 
has proven its worth repeatedly.) Our men raised a total of 
284 feet of ladder; reeled off 1975 feet of booster hose; laid 
4700 feet of one and one-half inch hose; and 6600 feet of 
two and one-half inch hose; and we pumped approximately 
79,385 gallons of water. 


Several significant changes have been implemented. We feel 
the Department is better able to serve the community with 
increased station coverage and our additional communication 
services. As previously stated, we responded to fifty-one calls 
this past year as compared with seventeen for the preceding 
year.

Maine State Plumbing Code defines malfunctioning sewage 
systems as public health hazards, subject to quick, legal reme- 
dy. Seven such violations reported by concerned citizens in 
1975 have been, or are in the process of being corrected. In- 
dividuals are encouraged to report any such nuisance for the 
safety of all. 


The cooperation of all applicants, and their contractors has 
been sincerely appreciated.

The library this last year has added 286 books to its col- 
lection. Seven of these were Memorial books nm memory of 
the following townspeople: Mrs. Bertha Drew, Mrs. Helen 
Lewis, Mr. James Briggs and Mr. Henry Sayward. 


The New Century Club gift to the library this year was 
“We Americans” published by National Geographic for the 
Bicentennial year.

The Town Clerk must record all births, deaths and mar- 
Ylages pertaining to the town and send duplicate copies to 
the state office every month. 


Marriage licenses are issued by the clerk and upon request, 
issues certified copies of births, deaths and marriages.

HUNTING AND FISHING LICENSES 


The clerk issues all Resident Hunting and Fishing licenses, 
non-Resident Hunting and Fishing licenses and makes remit- 
tance to the State once a month. 


DOG LICENSES 


The clerk issues all dog licenses for the town and keeps a 
record of all dogs licensed. He makes remittance to the State 
for all dog licenses. 


CHATEL MORTGAGES 


The clerk records and terminates chatel mortgages of resi- 
dents of the town and must keep an accurate file on the 
same. 


The clerk’s record books and receipts are inspected at the | 
annual year end audit. 


The clerk must make a Statistical report for the annual 
Town Report. 


The clerk attends informational meetings held by the York 
County Clerks’ Association and also meetings held by the 
Maine Town and City Clerks’ Association held at the Maine 
Municipal Convention each year. 


The State may soon require certification of Town Clerks, 
Tax Collectors, and Treasurers. Courses have been, and will 
be provided. Attendance by the clerk is required for 
certification.

REPORT OF THE ALFRED PLANNING BOARD 


The Alfred Planning Board met eighteen times in 1976 
and held eight public hearings on various applications for 
conditional use permits, etc. Eight applications were ap- 
proved. All of these meetings were very well attended, both 
by Planning Board members and interested citizens. 


The building code was presented to the Town at the last 
Town Meeting for approval or diapproval and was approved. 


The Planning Board is presently working on a proposed 
change in the fee schedule for building permits designed to 
change the present system of $2.00 per thousand of esti- 
mated completed value to a flat rate per square foot. Another 
change that the Board is working on is a proposed addition 
to Article 1.4 of the Alfred Zoning Ordinance which would 
be sub-paragraph 1. This will clarify sub-paragraphs g. and 
h. The completed paragraph i. was not ready for this report. 
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The Board is now in the process of having condensed zon- 
ing maps printed, in color, which will be made available to 
all taxpayers. The Board has also purchased a new supply of 
the Alfred Zoning Ordinance and these are now available. 


The Alfred Planning Board met with J. Armand Gendron, 
Esq., the Town Attorney during the course of 1976 five 
times for consultations on proposed changes to the Alfred 
Zoning Ordinance. Before any changes are made to the pre- 
sent Zoning Ordinance, either additions or deletions, there 
will be public hearings held. 


The Alfred Planning Board has been in consultation with 
a representative of the Southern Maine Regional Planning 
Commission in regards to the application of Tenneco Atlantic 
Pipeline Company for the authority to build a 498 mile pipe- 
Ime in the Northeast, of which approximately 230 miles will 
be built in Maine. A segment of this pipeline will go through 
Alfred. The Southern Maine Regional Planning Commission 
advised that the best avenue for the Town to follow would be 
to wait until site selection hearings are held. The Planning 
Board will be notified of these meetings by the Southern 
Maine Regional Planning Commission and in turn will pass 
this information on to the Town. 


I have served as Chairman of the Board since May 17, 
1974 to the present time and as of March 26, 1977, Mr. 
John McGlincey will be the new chairman. 


In closing, I would like to thank all of the elected Town 
Officers as well as my Planning Board associates for the valu- 
able assistance which has been afforded me over these past 
years. A special thanks to Mrs. Gail Binette for the many 
extra duties she has undertaken as secretary.

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ALFRED FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Alfred Fire Department has had another busy and 
productive year. August marked the founding of the Alfred 
Junior Fire Department. Presently there are ten members, 
ranging in ages from 14 to 18, who work under the direction 
of James Simeoni. The Junior Fire Department members 
are trained in fire fighting techniques as well as in the use of 
fire department tools and equipment. The group is able to 
earn money through the donations of townspeople who re- 
quest to have various odd jobs done. We are hopeful that the 
enthusiasm and support for the Junior Department will con- 
tinue because of the important role the group will play in the 
town’s protection, both now and in the future. 


On August Ist the Alfred Fire Department hosted a Fire- 
men’s Field Day. Its great success has prompted the resump- 
tion of the annual event after our having been inactive in a 
hosting capacity since the 1930’s. Also, the Department was 
represented by men’s and women’s muster teams at numerous 
field days throughout York County and in some bordering 
New Hampshire towns. This past summer marked the men’s 
second season; they were awarded six trophies in competitive 
events. The women won five trophies in their first season. 


Two major changes may be found when inspecting the 
interior of the Alfred Fire Department. The permanent man 
tore the old sheet rock off the walls and ceiling, and he has 
insulated the station. This, of course, has provided for a 
substantial savings in fuel costs. Another improvement may 
also be found at the Department. Because of the poor and 
dangerous condition of the old wiring, it was all replaced. 
The next task will be covering the walls and ceiling with 
paneling or an appropriate material. 


The year proved to be demanding as the Department res- 


ponded to a total of thirty-seven calls January and February 
each had singular calls; three calls each for the months of 
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March, July, October, November, and December; April and 
June each recorded four calls;and September had seven 
calls. These calls consisted of four calls for both chimney 
and woods’ fires; three each for structural, brush, and car 
fires. The Department also responded to one grass fire, and 
to one logging skidder fire in Lyman. We were called out for 
smoke investigation on three occasions. Three miscellaneous 
runs were made. Alfred covered the Goodwins Mills Station 
once, and the Waterboro Station on two occasions. 


Our responding men were in action for a total of 431 
hours. The Department’s three trucks covered a total of 254 
miles. Our men raised 112 feet of ladder. We reeled off 1625 
feet of booster hose, and laid 2250 feet of one and one-half 
inch hose as well as 1250 feet of two and one-half inch 


hose. The Department was called to the town’s pumping 
station twice when their pumps failed; the Fire Department’s 


trailer pump pumped approximately 60,000 gallons of water 
into the town’s water system (while their pumps underwent 
repair). The Department pumped a total of 88,740 gallons of 
water in 1976. 


The Alfred Fire Department has also been concerned about 
its fire fighting equipment. The Alfred Civil Defense Director 
bought us a hand-held walkie talkie, a fire coat, and two 
pairs of boots. This equipment was badly needed. The Depart- 
ment owns an inadequate number of boots and these are 
nearly worn out. The rubber coats we have are not designed 
for fighting a fire with any amount of heat, and serious 
burns could result from the inadequate gear. The Department 
is hopeful that more adequate protective gear may be secured 
in the near distant future. 


The increased coverage at the Department has again proven 
beneficial to the community; a few potentially major fires 
were prevented. The permanent man responded to 25 of the 
37 calls with a truck. This coverage provides important pro- 
tection, especially at those times when our volunteer fire

fighters are not always readily available because of their 
work. The Alfred Fire Department continues to strive to 
provide the community with efficient and thorough protec- 
tion for our citizens, and to assist neazby departments in 
times of need.

To the Directors of Parsons Memorial Library and to 
the voters of the Town of Alfred, I submit the 72nd 
annual library report. 


During 1977, 400 books were added to the library 
collection through purchases and donation. Two memor- 
ial books were given, one in memory of Henry Sayward 
and one in memory of Nathan Roberts. The New Century 
Clubs! annual presentation was the National Geographic 
Society book, "Visiting Our Past". 


The Friends of the Library conduct a perpetual book 
Sale in the library entry way, book docations not ac- 
cessioned for lending, supplement this sale, so the 
generosity of numerous patrons who donate books is 
greatly appreciated, 


New cards issued during 1977 total 50. Materials 
circulated, including magazines, records, pamphlets, 
numbered 6,233, an increase of approximately 1,000 
Over 1976. This circulation figure does not indicate 
reference and research materials used by patrons with~ 
in the Library. 


Interlibrary Loan from Goodall Library, Portland 
Public Library and Maine State Library was utilized 
frequently. We hope to increase its usage as more 
patrons become aware of the vast amount of books, etc. 
available to them through this service. 


Saturday morning story hour was discontinued for the 
time being, but will once again be offered for our 
young patrons sometime in the near future. Several 
school tours were conducted to familiarize the children 
with the workings of and "treasures" in the library. 


Friends of the Library with Frances Sullivan, presi- 
dent conducted fall and winter work days, now scheduled 
every Thursday morning from 9:00 to 11:00 A.M., for 
weeding and organizing books in preparation for the 
eventual move of the children's room to the downstairs 
basement. A reading and reference room, complete with 
the librarys! Maine Collection, will occupy the present 
childrens! area, 


Barbara Roberts and Fern Raymond created marvelous 
displays for the showcase - old canning items, doll 
collection, toys of long ago and antique valentines. 
During the holiday season, Fern and Carl Raymond "decked 
the halls" for the librarys first annual trim-a-tree 
party. Approximately fifty children sampled punch and 
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Christmas treats after hanging a handmade ornament on 
our tree. My heartfelt thanks go to all who volunteer- 
ed during 1977, especially to Frances Sullivan for her 
great dedication to Parsons Memorial Library. 


Lights have been installed in the upstairs alcoves, 
plus an outside spotlight, to illuminate the parking 
area. in preparation for the children's room, a new 
O11 tank was purchased and buried in back of the Library 
for outside oil storage. It is planned that renovations 
of bathroom facilities and a new cement floor will be 
completed by 1978 Town Meeting..

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REPORT OF DEPUTY SHERIFF 


It is a pleasure to make this first report of Law 
enforcement activities in the Town of Alfred. 
There was a total of 81 complaints filed with a 
breakdown as follows: 
12 Burglarys or thefts 
2 Attempts to locate persons 
lL Gross sexual misconduct with a minor 
16 Motor vehicle violations or accidents 
16 Domestic disturbances 
3 Vandalisms 
1 Arson 
22 Dog 
2 Suspicious persons 
2 Commitments to Togus and A.M.H.I. 
4 Miscellaneous 


The total value of the merchandise reported stolen 
was $17,932 and $15,375 was recovered and returned. 

Of the li felony complaints reported 5 were cleared 
by arrest or other means for a clearance rate of 35.7%. 

12 dogs were impounded at the Sanford Municipal, 2 
at Pine Tree Humanne Society and 10 citizens were given 
written warnings ior dog law violations. 

A total of 63h hours were spent on felony investi- 
gations or patrolling the community with 5,200 miles 
driven. 

Halloween vandalism did present a problem, however, 
most seem to have been caused by out of town persons. 

I am recommending that more adult volunteers become 
involved in mid-town activities to reduce the tension 
next year.

ALFRED FIRE DEPARTMENT 


In 1977, the Fire Department served the community on 
many occasions in a variety of wayse We responded to 
nearly twice as many calls as in the previous year. The 
Junior Fire Department continued into its second year, 
and also made numerous contributions to the Department 
and community. The Women's Auxiliary was formed and is 
hoping to add activities and service projects as the 
group further establishes itself. The primary concern 
of all of these groups reflects the goal of providing 
the best possible protection for the community. 

This year the Department responded to sixty-nine 
calls, a significant increase over last years! thirty= 
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seven calls. The number of fires per month for the 
year 1977 were recorded as follows: one in October; 
two in December; three in January; four in September; 
five each in the months of June, July, and November; 
six in August; seven in February; ten each in Mai‘ch 
and May; and Aprils't high of eleven calls. 

Types of calls responded to included: one auto fire; 
two brush fires; four dump fires; six calls each for 
smoke investigation, chimney fires, structural fires, 
and bomb scares; seven accidents; and thirteen miscel- 
laneous calls. The Department also recorded one call 
to respond to a twelve acre woods fire, while four calls 
Were received to patrol this fire. Burning without 
permits occurred on four occasions; some of the indivi- 
duals were fined twenty-five dollars. The Department 
also served the community by cleaning twenty-six chimneys 
in local residences. Three cellars were also pumped 
out. 

Local Departments again assisted each other this 
year. Alfred assisted Sanford twice, Goodwins Mills 
three times, and Waterboro on four occasions. Alfred 
was assisted by all of the following, twice by each: 
Acton, Goodwins Mills, Sanford and Waterboro. The 
Forestry Department also assisted us once for the twelve 
acre woods fire. 

Our responding men were in action for a total of 1510 
hours, including the Junior Fire Department. The Depart- 
ments! three trucks covered 263 miles. Our men raised 
294 feet of ladder. We reeled off 3,095 feet of booster 
hose, 4,865 feet of two and one-half inch hose, and 
6,250 feet of one and one-half inch hose. The Depart-~ 
ment pumped approximately 125,450 gallons of water. (We 
are pleased with the pumping capacity of the 1965 pumper. 
When tested, it far outdid the 750 gallons per minute 
required of it.) 

The Department has an order into Civil Defense for a 
6 X 6 all-wheel drive truck from surplus, although it 
will be a while before we will get it. Our 1955 G.M.C. 
1,600 gallon tank truck has a bent frame from the rough 
terrain covered during the woods fire, 

The Civil Defense Director bought the Department a 
new transistor radio for the Chiefs! pickup, and the old 
radio out of his truck was put into the 913 tanker be- 
cause the tankers! radio had been out of service for 
four months. All the radios in the trucks are old and 
difficult to get parts for. We hope to replace them in 
the near future. 

Also, with the help of the Civil Defense, A.C.P., 
donations from nearby neighbors, and lots of donated 
hand labor, we have a dry hydrant by Jerry Giles for 
fire protection. This should supply us with approxi- 
mately 1,000 gallons of water per minute.

This spring the Insurance Services conducted an 
analysis of the fire defenses of the town. Alfred went 
from Class 8 to Class 6, which represents an improvement 
in the fire defenses with respect to their grading system. 
This should bring basic property insurance rates down- 
Ward on certain classes of property. For commercial 
property fire rates, the average reduction should be be- 
tween 14% and 25%. The minimum dwelling Grade has also 
improved from Grade D to Grade C, a downward drop in 
rates of approximately 20%. Homeowners! premiums are 
reduced about 9%. This became effective May 31, 1977. 
Residents should check with their insurance company to 
see if they are benefiting from the improved ratings. 
The new rating was due to improved protection by having 
a permanent man on days, as well as the York Fire Con- 
trol Dispatch Center with its twenty-four hour service. 

This past August we hosted our annual Firemens'! 

Field Daye The event was well attended and successful, 
we are pleased to say.

The Alfred Park and Recreation Committee has been 
active this past year.

PARSONS MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The year 1978 was a momentous one for Parsons Memorial Librarv. 
Not only did the Library celebrate its 75th anniversary in Oct- 
ober, but it simultaneously opened the Bertha F. Drew Children's 
Room in the library basement, thus allowing expanded services to 
patrons. 

Parsons Memorial Library has experienced a good deal of growth 
over the last few years, this year issuing 83 new patron cards 
compared to 51 issued in 1977--the figure 83, does not include 
the new children's cards issued upon the opening of the children's 
room. The 1978 circulation figures--materials loaned to patrons 
not including items utilized within the library--totaled 9,862, 
an increase of 3,629 items over the 1977 circulation of 6,233. 
Interlibrary loan from Goodall Library, Portland Public Library, 
and Maine State Library was activated approximately 600 times, 
as people became aware of the vast amount of books, etc., avail- 
able to them throvgh the Maine State Regional Library System. The 
library inventory was increased by 25 purchased or donated books. 

New programs to further library enjoyment were implemented. A 
craft-story hour, conducted by volunteers, was held for six weeks

during the summer. The weather co-operated very nicely and sev- 
eral children enjoyed crafts, games, and stories on the lawn, 
while parents browsed amid library stacks. A weekly pre-school 
story hour is presently being held in the children's room again 
with the aid of volunteers. Between 15 and 20 pre-schoolers 
attend each session. Our next project is to institute a film 
program utilizing the free film service from the Maine State 
Library. 

As the library has become more and more active, volunteers 
have given unselfishly of their time to assure the sucess of 
library projects. Friends of the Library conduct weekly workshops 
on Thursday mornings. Anyone willing to donate time is more than 
welcome, no library experience required. 

In addition to the beautiful open house organized by the 
Friends of the Library to celebrate Parsons Memorial Library's 75th 
anniversary, two additional events were held during the year. 
National Book Week meant special decorations, special food treats, 
and a display of new books. Christmas brought the 2nd annual Trim- 
A-Tree party, refreshments and decorations again supplied by the 
Friends. 

To commemorate the 75th anniversary the Massabesic Lions Club 
donated a set of World Book Encyclopedias for the children's room, 
while the Massabesic Lioness Club gave a donation for the purchase 
of a movie screen. The New Century Club's annual gift was Will 
and Auriel Durant's book, A DUEL BIOGRAPHY. How we wish we were 
allowed the space in the Alfred Town Report to list every 75th 
anniversary gift, every memorial gift, and every volunteer who has 
worked to make Parsons Memorial Library truely a community library! 
The interest and dedication shown by Alfred in its library is 
gratifying. 

If any one has any comments or suggestions that will help the 
library grow in its service to the area, please let us know. 

Thank you for helping to make Parsons Memorial Library's 75th 
year such a sucessful and busy one.

ALFRED FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Fire Department continued to serve our community in a 
variety of ways, as well as improve its equipment and improve the 
training of its members. The efforts of department members, with 
the support of various organizations, combined to make 1978 on 
outstanding year. 

The Department responded to 76 calls. This figure is an in- 
crease over 1977, and nearly double from 1976. Of this past 
years 76 calls, only one of these was a major fire. These calls 
were recorded as follows: one in May; three each in June and 
December; four in October, five in August; six in February; 
seven in March; eight each in the months of January and July; 

nine in November; ten in September and thirteen in April. 

Of the above mentioned, there were two calls for gas spills, 
along with three calls each for electrical, car, and brush fires. 
There were four calls each for chimney, structural, and dump 
fires, along with four public assistance calls. We assisted the 
Sanford ambulance in Alfred on six occasions and nine calls were 
for automobile accidents. We were called out ten times for 
smoke investigations. In addition to the preceding, there were 
seven miscellaneous calls. 

Four incidents of burning without permits were recorded, and 
some of the individuals were fined twenty-five dollars. 

Our responding men, including the Junior Fire Department, were 
in action for a total of 702 hours. The three trucks covered 
517 miles. A total of 140 feet of ladder was raised. We reeled 
off 2,120 feet of booster hose, 2,100 feet of one and one half 
inch hose and 715 feet of two and one half inch hose. We pumped 
55,555 gallons of water. 

Alfred assisted the Goodwins Mills Department once, Springvale 
once, Waterboro three times and Sanford five times. 

This past year was the first time the chief recorded his 
activities over and above his forty hour week at the station. 
Related activities included fifty six inspections of various types, 
fifteen smoke investigations, attendance at ninety-five meetings 
and eleven classes of instruction. (These totaled 3,507 miles and 
576 hours.) 

Also related to community service, the Department burned over 
five fields and cleaned thirty chimneys in local residences. 

Improvements and additions at the station and to department 
equipment are also noteworthy. We had a 1,000 gallon septic tank 
installed and moved the bathroon to the rear of the station. We 
are in the process of putting fire rated sheet rock in the fur- 
nace room, which will have to be brought up to standards in the 
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near future. 

The Junior Fire Department bought us fire and heat resistant 
gloves, and a combination penetrator siren and PA system for the 
chief's truck. 

With the new hose and the new breathing apparatus purchased 
this year, the Department's equipment is improving in standards 
each year. Compartments to store the new breathing apparatus are 
being built on the small truck. This additional storage room 
will also allow us to carry our portable generater to the scene 
with us. 

The Department received a 6 X 6 all wheel drive truck from 
Civil Defense. This will replace the 1955 tanker that has a bent 
frame. We purchased a used 20,000 gallons per hour portable pump 
to put on the 6 X 6 tanker when we build it up. Presently, our 
tanker will haul water but it will not pump it or fill itself. 

Our small truck has a 250 gallons per minute pump that will 
have to be overhauled this winter in order to get ready for spring» 
(This pump is a 1947 on a 1972 truck.) 

The year also marked additional training of our men. Thirteen 
men took a breathing apparatus course, and thirteen took the C.P.R,. 
course. Several men took courses in September at the Fire Attack 
School. These courses included: structural fire fighting; pumps 
and pumping; pumps maintenance and testing; hazardous material 
handling; ladders; forest fire fighting; pre-fire planning; and 
ventilation and entry. One man, Joesph Carroll, Jr., took the 
arson course at the Fire Attack School, and he will be our arson 
investigator. 

Carroll is compiling a kit for his use as arson investigator. 
The Women's Auxiliary purchased a camera for use in these inves- 
tigations. Carroll will be attending at least one meeting each 
month related to arson. Beginning January 1, 1979, he is respon- 
sible for completing and filing a lengthy report to Augusta. 

(The report involves about two hours to complete.) These have to 
be completed every time a truck rolls to a call. 

Alfred residents and property owners are again reminded that a 
burning ordinance was adopted last June; you must have a burning 
permit year round, Secondly, a wood stove ordinance was adopted 
which means that you must have wood stoves inspected when instal- 
led. A B.O.C.A. code was also adopted which allows the Chief to 
inspect residences, businesses, etc., for proper fire prevention 
standards. 

The Alfred Fire Department, with the help of the Ladies 
Auxiliary and Junior Fire Department, hosted our annual Firemen's 
Field Day this past July. It was well attended and successful.

REPORT OF THE ALFRED PLANNING BOARD 


The Alfred Planning Board has changed its meeting night from 
Mondays to Tuesdays. The Board now meets on the 2nd and 4th 
Tuesdays of each month at 7:30 in the Town Hall. All meetings 
are open to the public. 

During the past year the Planning Board, in addition to its 
regular meetings, held seven public hearings on applications for 
Conditional Use Permits as required by the Alfred Zoning Ordi- 
nance. Many citizens attended these hearings and their comments 
and suggestions were a great help to the Board. Six of the 
applications were approved, one was denied. 

No new subdivisions were approved during 1978 although two ap- 
plications were submitted. One was withdrawn by the applicant 
and the other, York-Cumberland Housing Development Corporation's 
housing for the elderly, is still in process. 

The Board's major effort this year and for the year to come is 
the preparation of amendments to the Alfred Zoning Ordinance. 

In this effort the Planning Board is relying heavily upon the 
expert assistance of the Southern Maine Regional Planning Commis- 
Sion. Regional planners have attended several meetings to assist 
the Board with technical changes and are currently reviewing the 
entire Ordinance. The Planning Board feels that changes are 
necessary to make corrections and additions and, in general, make 
the Ordinance simpler and easier to use and enforce. Later this 
year public hearings will be held on the proposed changes prior 
to submitting them to a special Town Meeting. These changes will 
affect the future of this community and may, in turn, affect the 
individual citizen. The Planning Board would welcome your partic- 
ipation and support.

YORK COUNTY HEALTH SERVICES 


During 1978, York County Health Services, Inc., staff from the 
Sanford (phone 32-3662) office provided care to 171 residents of 
Alfred. Demonstrating that YCHS's comprehensive community health 
programs meet all known professional standards for quality, YCHS 
Was awarded accreditation by the National League for Nursing and 
the American Public Health Association in November. 

153 Home Care visits were made to 7 ill or disabled Alfred 
people; 74 by nurses, 34 by physical therapists, 1 by occupational 
therapists, 26 by speech pathologists, and 18 by home health aides. 
This year, YCHS has also been able to provide home visits by a 
medical social worker. 

Maternal-Child Health nurses also made 17 visits to 15 residents 
meeting the specialized family needs related to child-bearing/ 
child-rearing. Clinic services to well children continued monthly 
in 17 locations across the county. 38 Alfred children made 8) 
clinic visits and received a number of seprate services, including 
complete physical examinations, immunizations, preventive health 
education, and a variety of screening tests to rule out or detect 
early any abnormalities of growth and development. 

Well adults also had health assessment services available 
through the Adult Multi-Phasic Screening clinics at 20 different 
sites, some held monthly and some less frequently. 111 Alfred 
residents received 33 tests at 11 clinics to detect chronic 
disease. Across the county, 40% of all tests which showed ab- 
normal screening results have been confirmed by physicians to 
mean previously undetected but treatable disease. 

Much of this service has been made possible by the able assis- 
tance of local citizen volunteers. With such community support

Alfred residents' community and home health needs.
